] Local range orders — General Officers Coni 
manding will cause such orders to be framed as local 
conditions necessitate to ensure safety and will arrange 
that copies are always available for reference during 
practice 

These orders will contain information as to the range 
duties required on ranges of large extent used by several 
units at one time They should be as bnef as possible 
and should cootam no ampIiJication or repetition of the 
instructions laid down lo the regulations The duties 
of range wardens should be detailed Certificates of 
handing and talong over stores for daily use and return 
should be unnecessary 

2 Weather In connection with range practices — 
Although practice on the range should be earned out 
throughout the year classification practices should be 
fired dunng the time of >car most favourable for 
individual finng 

It should be retnerabered however, that if any range 
practices are fired in mcleinent weather the value of the 
instruction is likely to be lost This applies espeaally to 
recruits firing

— The oiScer 
supenotending at the firing point is responsible that the 
weapons are unloaded and that the men are not in 
possession of unauthorized ammomtion He will have 
an examination made to ensure that these points Lave 
been attended to before the firers leave the firing point 
A fuitfier examination will be earned out by the officer 
commanding the company or party before the company 
or party leaves the range 

14 Butt parties. — 

1. Permanent butt parties should not be required , 
companies or parties at practice usually ha%e 
time to perform any necessary work 
u Minor duties, such as hoisting flags &c. should be 
earned out by the range warden permanently 
employed on the range It may, hoivever, be 
necessary to detail special look out men from 
the butt party 

hi Two markers will be allotted to each target ^ 
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IV. For classification or test practices, officers will 
be detailed to check the hits and supervise 
markuig m the butts m the proportion of one 
officer to a group of not more than four 
targets 

V A non-commissioncd officer will be detailed 
to assist each officer on butt duty He should 
not be below the rank of corporal but com 
manding officers may permit selected lance- 
corporals to undertake this duty when 
necessary 

VI. In classification or test practices the senior 
supervising officer present on the range u 
responsible for ensuring that only so many 
targets are used as wiU allow the provisions

IS Duties of aa offleer od butt duty.— The duties 
ol an officer on butt duty in a gallery range are as 
follows —

m A soldier who is totally exempted by Regulations 
from linng the annual classification tests will be classified 
according to the standard whidi ho obtained when he 
last fired 

5. Zeroing 

1. In order that the maximum elTiciency may be 
obtained from the rifie and light automatic, it is essential 
that they be correctly zero^, i e that the slghtmg be 
true for direction and elevation AU nfies and light 
automatics will therefore be zeroed on issue, as well as

1 Weapons are sighted at the factory so that when 
fired at a definite aiming mark under mechanical control 
and under circumstances which elinuaate all errors la

CHAPTER IV 

THE REVOLVER 
17 General remarks 

1 The annual course is designed to practise indi 
viduals m delivering fire tnslantty by sense of dxrectxon 
The quickness ivith which one or more shots can be 
fired IS more important than the close grouping of 
the shots 

2 Full value will be obtained from the annual course 
when a short time is allowed bebveen the instruction 
and the actual firing of the course This time should 


13 fixed and that this alignment is not disturbed by 
faulty tngger release 

18 Special range duties and disexpline 

1 A revolver must never be brought to a range 
loaded or be so pomted that if discharged it would 
endanger the firer or others 

2 The revolver wiU always be proved (i e open and 
inspected) when drawn from the case or picked up 
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3 No weapon is to be loaded except by order of the 
officer m charge at the 6nng point 

4 The revoh er will always be kept m the case 
except when drawn for a definite purpose 

5 Both dunng and after loading the revolver is 
to be kept pointing towards the target 

6 When out oi the case, and not in actual use, the 
revolver will always be earned at the " Rest position " 
and not hanging at the side pointing to the ground 

7 Before finng begins the officer in charge at the 
firing point will see that every one, except those finng, 
vs at least 5 yards in tear of the firing point 

8 An officer (or NCO ) will be responsible for range 
discipline in rear of the firing point 

9 No indiscriminate snapping will be allowed , and 
snapping at another man s eye will not be practised 
with dummy cartndges in the revolver When actually 
in position (or finng, filers may be allowed one or two 
snaps at the target before finng the practice 

10 After finng, the officer in charge will give the 
order " Unload " No one will be aUowed to move 
towards the target until the officer m charge gives an 
order to that eflect 

11 Dummy cartndges will never be used in the 
vicmity of hve rounds 

19. Instructions for the conduct of the annual course 

1. The method of conducting the annual course, 
targets and scoring will be as shown m Appendix III, ’ 

2 Annual classification will be cam^ out as laid 
down in Appendix III. 
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3 Grouping — Each firer will fire the two groijpmg 
practices if possible with an interval betiveen them 
sufficient for faults made when firing the first practice 
to be corrected by further instruction before firing the 
second practice These groups will be fired by Single 
action using the sights so that the individual capacity 
of each firer to release his trigger and to hold the 
revolver correctly may be ascertained before passing on

cause 

5 Forfeitures of rotmds — Omission to fire the 
rounds allotted or failure to (ire dunng an etposure 
will entail forfeiture of the rounds that should have 
been fired and misses will be recorded for them 

20 Mounted practices 

I Preliminary instruction — In addition to the 
training contained m Vol I those about to fire tnoim/ed 
practices will be given further instruction in handling 
the weapon as follows — 

i Dismounted — ^The class will be formed m single 
rank at one pace interval and instructed m 
the methods of drawing carrying and finn« m 
diflerent directions 
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u Mounted —

(б) \\ ith blank ammunition 

In order to get horses accustomed to the 
report of the re\olver and the appcirance of 
targets certain oi the mounted practices should 
be rehearsed by each firer first with an empty

On the order ' Fue, the revolver will be brought 
down to the mark arm fully extended, the forefinger 
placed on the trigger and the trigger pressed, as the

0^vmg to these restrictions, it will seldom be possible 
at home stations to carry out exercises on a larger scale 
than the platoon Unless freedom of action as to fire 
and movement after the opemng situation can be given

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4 Preliminary arradfiements — Officers responsible 
for framing practices should —

The aim of such competitions should to develop

3 As a general rule conditions of competitions slioul 1 
be framed to induce relatively large numbers of officers 
N C Os and men to compete rather than to bring out 
a few selected champions Team competitions arc of 
paramount importance The attainment of n gootl 
average standard of proficiency in weapon training by a 
large number of men is infinitely more valuable than 
phenomenal skill developed by a few specially trained 
experts Championships lend interest to a meeting but 
do not directly assist the object m view 

4 The conditions of any competition should be suited 
to the rank and experience of the competitors In 
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individual competitions, competitors should be divided 
into classes Thus, for example, competitors may be 
conveniently divided into classes as follou's — 

1 OIBcers and senior N C Os 
u Serjeants and corporals 
in Soldiers, including lance corporals 
IV Young soldiers (say, under 18 months’ service) 
or 

V Marksmen and first class shots. 

VI Second class shots 
vu Recruits 

5 Even in competitions of an uidividual nature, the 
element of playing for the side ” or ' for the regiment,” 
may be introduced with advantage By tlius appealing
